Nite Feauure of nove for this year is the extremely low 
rate of infectious notifiable disease. The fact that” there 
Werpe Only 2 Motifications of Scarlet Fever and one of Diptheria 
is striking evidence. (here is°also Marked improvement in the 
birth vate 14.04 per 1000 (1936 was 12.45). Thé death rate is 
also lower 12.92 per 1000 as against 14.27 in 1936, 


These figures coincide with those for England and 
Wales (Birth rate 14.9, Death Rate 12.l)..
